The jobber who can make his 
selection and place his orders at 
the show is sure of receiving earlier 
deliveries than those jobbers who 
wait for the factory representative 
to call. Furthermore. at this time 
the jobber can see, fee] and oper- 
ate the equipment he is going to 
buy; he doesn’t have to trust any 
enthusiastic salesman’s word and 
he can’t be either intentionally or 
ey misled by inaccu- 
rate catalogue photographs. for 
there is the unit directly in front of 
him. He has the very best oppor- 
tunity to purchase intelligently. 

The factory sends its best men 
to the show, and here the jobber 
can have every last bolt and nut 
of the new equipment explained 
to him by a man who knows every- 

thing there is to know about the 

machine. This puts the jobber in 

a position to help his own ecus- 
tomers or to that much more in- 
telligently direct the work of his 
own salesmen; it can guite con- 
ceivably mean the difference be- 
tween loss and profit,

LLUSTRATIVE of the efforts 

being made to place distribu- 
tion on a more scientific basis, 
cut costs and at the same time af- 
ford better service to the consumer 
is the “laboratory experiment” 
now in progress in certain units 
of a large chain store organiza- 
tion. The objectives and progress 
of this experiment are believed to 
be the first of its kind. 

A short while ago this concern 
decided to pick five stores out of 
the 280 it maintains and make a 
“testing laboratory” of them. Many 
chain organizations make a prac- 
tice of sending test shipments of 
merchandise to certain of their 
stores. This firm. however, is go- 
ing a great deal further than that. 
In essence its experiment deals with 


store methods consistent, of course, 
with general policy. instead of ex- 
perimenting only with merchan- 


dise. 

In these five selected stores, typi- 
cal of the same numbef of different 
communities, it is abandoning cer- 
tain preconceived ideas regarding 
store methods. A fresh start is be- 
ing made and new methods and 
ideas are being tested out to prove 
their value in actual practice. In 
the process it radically changed 
many current methods, using the

The ultimate objectives include 


means of reducing expenses as dem- 
onstrated by actual test, stimulation 
of sales by improved or new meth- 
ods, reduction of capital investment 
per store and finally, the securing 
of supervision that is more com- 
plete 

These goals must be the aim of 
any form of scientific distribution 
jand they can be attained only 
through unceasing study of new 
methods, subject to experimental 
verification 

The present study has been com- 
pleted in the five stores first 
selected and it is planned to choose 
five other stores, with still others 
of the chain to follow in rotation 

The experiment will be continued 
in each group for a six months’ 
period. The stores initially selected 
are fairly close to New York offices 
for ease of supervision and obser- 
vation of the effect of the changes 
upon operating results 

In selection of the stores for the 
experiment it has been careful to 
have them typical of the communi- 
ties served. Five stores were de- 
termined upon rather than one in 
|order to avoid mistaken conclusions 
which might be derived from purely 
local factors. 

The combined trend, it is evident, 
| would be far more conclusive than 
| the experience of a single unit used 
|for experimental purposes. Unem- 
| ployment in one section might lead 
| to peculiar results in a store located 
there, while a local boom, produc- 
}ing a marked increase in _ sales, 
would likewise develop misleading 
| conclusions. By spreading the 
laboratory investigation over five 
stores, it is felt there is sufficient 
leeway for local conditions to make 
the net results typical. 

As far as can be seen, however, 
several sound ideas that will yield 
good results in practice have been 
| worked out. Some of these are 
|}applicable to a store of one size, 
but not to another of differing size 
| It seems likely that the continuance 
| of the experimental work scheduled 
|for 1930 will bring out new plans 
that will be of marked value

As a result, the instrument board 
this year carries, on the majority 
ef cars shown at the Palace, a 
geeater number of fixtures than 
for many years past. In addition 
to the absolute necessities— 
speedometer, oil pressure gauge and 
ammeter—many cars are equipped

with oil level gauge, gasoline 
gauge, and dash-type tempera- 
ture indicator. 

Operating fixtures, too, seem to 


tend toward assembly on the instru- 
ment board, in preference to other 
locations. An example, noted in a 
good many makes exhibited at this 
year’s show, is the starter button, 
which has climbed up from the floor 
to the dash This seems logical 
enough, when the dexterity of the 
hand is compared with that of the 
foot. The strange part is that this 
tendency has been delayed so long. 
Clearly, the fewer jobs are left for 
the driver's feet, the more promptly 
and dependently will they do their 
essential work on clutch and brake 
pedals, work that is becoming of 
steadily more critical importance as 
traffie increases on city streets and 
country highways 

Like the starter button and the 
choke, the switch for the lights and 
the spark and throttle levers have 
been moved to the dashboard in 
many cases, and ail these different 
parts have been arranged, generally 
speaking, in pleasing and practical 
groups, so that both brain and arm 
work on the driver's part is reduced 
to a minimum.

vear as they did last. And they are

usual. Pessimistic chatter and talk 
failure appear to represent the 
smart attitude in New York at this 
time, but those of us from out of 
the city are sure that such talk has 
no real basis,” he conciuded 

P. W. Cain, Los Angeles dealer for 
the Peerless, declares: “It’s going to 
be a big year for us on the Pacific 
Coast. All signs point to it, despite 
the growls of the pessimistic. [I at- 
tended a dealers’ meeting in Los 
Angeles not long ago and found a 
general tone of quiet optimism 
prevalent. Out there they do not 
trouble to predict a big year in the 
automobile industry. They simply 
assume it I might say that the 
optimism in southern California ex-

tends north to the Canadian bor- 
Ger.” 

A representative of the Teefy- 
Seltz Company, Philadelphia, dealer 
for the Auburn, said We expect to 
do a greater volume of business in 
1930 than last year. We anticipate 
no slump and really see sound 
economic cause for increased busi- 
ness. The stock crash is a negligible 
factor. Most of our potential cus- 
tomers are investors They were 


not affected by the stock upset 
Ralph Murphy, general man- 
ager of the Franklin Automobile 
Company, stated, “Of course, the 
dealers are going to make more 
money this year than ever before. 
The unfaltering demand for mo- 
tor cars keeps pace with our na- 
tional development and no one 
really believes that has come to a 
stop. A recent survey of our 
dealers in New York state shows 
them uniformly certain that they 
will set some new records this 
year. I agree with them.” 
Supporting the opinion of those 
noted above A. R. Glancy, presi- 
dent of the Oakland Motor Car 
Company, and generally considered 
one of the most astute observers in 
the industry. He declares with em- 
phasis that conditions in 1930 will

be normal, adding that by that he 
means they will be good 
“Our dealers, you may say,” he 


stated in the lobby of the Commo- 
dore, “are quite sure they are going 
to make money this year [ have 
spoken to many of them in Michi- 
gan and other Middle Western 
points and was duly impressed by 
their confidence 

Richard Thornton, branch man- 
ager for the Peerless in Chicago, 
avowed, “I can speak authoritatively 
for the dealers in Chicago and for 
those throughout [Illinois and Iowa, 
Only a few weeks ago I toured that 
area, talking to dealers in many 
cities and towns They are all 
quietly confident. fact, talk of 
depression among them is absurd 
They simply do not see it. They 
realize the American public will al- 
ways buy automobiles and they think 
themselves fortunate to be able to 
sell them.” 

The same cheerful note of optim- 
ism, of increased business and gen- 
eral prosperity prevails throughout 
the Rocky Mountain states and the 
Far South, according to Don P. 
Smith, representative of the Peer- 
less Company, who recently visited 
the dealers in those regions. 

“They are all jubilant over the 
prospects for 1930,” says Smith. 
“In the South, particularly, they 
stem avid to get on with their iobs 
of selling cars. In Colorado, too, 
I found a firm belief in increased 
business this year. 

H. L. Brinch, sales manager of 
the Auburn car. spoke ‘for Indiana 
and Illinois, declaring, “The dealers

in those states are well fixed and 
confident that a big year awaits 
them. I think they are right. There 


is no more than the usual unemploy- 
ment. Both the income and credit 
of the nation are sound. I hardly 
think the stock crash had the slight- 
est effect, everything considered, on 
the buying power of the Middle 
West.
